“After White left Selig I think he 
went on a commission basts, but I 
didn’t know about that., Wallis told 
me that White represented his stuff 
to be the very best insecticide and 
that he would guarantee it. I did buy 
a cheaper grade for the dairy farm 
and White himself assured me that 
his was the highest grade. 

“We issue about 24,000 orders a 
year, and when I issue an order that 
order is through as far as I am con- 
cerned unless there is something the 
matter with it. As for deodorizing 
blocks, we paid as high as $12 a 
set in 1924, and $10 in 1925, and 
then they came on down to $8. The 
competition sometimes forces a cut 
in prices, and then they get back up 
to the regular price. We bought blocks 
from all of the firms. 

“Up to this time I had never dis- 
covered that White was not on the 
square. It has been discovered that 
White had gone. to some manufac- 
turers and made a deal for a rebate 
of $1.25 a gallon. I don’t know any- 
thing about White's arrangements ex- 
cept that he sold the merchandise.

Bought For “Quality.”  . 

“I don’t, know ‘about what the 
county buys, though I understand the 
county buys a $1 grade of disin- 
fectant.

of the state, was largely ignored b¥ | 
congress, the state remanded to milli- | 
tary rule, and General Meade, our | 
military district commander, sum- 
moned a black and tan carpetbagger 
and cornfield negro convention to At- | 


lanta to make a new and radical-satis- 
vie constitufion. — 

That convertion concocted the Bul- 
lock censtitut of 1868, which was 
forced upon e by a mongrel 
bayonet-supported majority and re- 
mained of foree until the people re- 
covered their gowernment and called 
the convention of 1877 to make a new 
constitution.” ; 

That radical qaonstitution of 1868 
provided that “the power of taxation 
over the whole state shall be exercised 
by the gemeral asseanbly only to raise 
revenue for the port of govern- 
ment, to pay the public debt, to pro- 
vide a general fund, for com- 
mon defense and for public improve- 
ment; and taxation on property shall 
be ad valorem only, and uniform on 
all species of property taxed.” 

It was that provision “for public 
improvement” which was used to foist 
millions of fraudulent bonds on the 
state which had f0 he repudiated. 


The Existing Tax -Pro6visions. . 

The convention of 1877 changed the 
taxation authority te read as follows: 

“The powers of taxation over the 
whole state shall be exercised by the 
general assembly for the following 
purposes only: 

“For the support of the state gov- 
ernment and the public institutions. 

“For educational purposes, in in- 
structing children in the elementary 
branches of an’ English edueation only. 

“To pay the interest on the public 


debt. 

“To pay the principal of the pub- 
lic debt. : 

“To suppress insurrection, to re- 
pel invasion, and defend the state in 
time of war.” “a 

And by subsequent amendment to 
provide for Confederate pensions, and 
“to construct and maintain a system 
of state highways.” 

An amendment was made in 1904 
limiting the ad valorem tax not to 
exceed five mills on each dollar of the 
value of the property taxable in the 
state.”’ 

That limitation amendment has been 
of great disadvantage to the state and 
the cause of much of the inability of 
the legislature to make the revenues 
sufficient for the pay-as-you-go sol- 
vency of the state. 

* * . 
A Plenary Power to Tax. ~* 

General Toombs had put into the 
constitution the plenary declaration, 
that still stands there, to the effect: 

“The right of taxation is a sovereign 
right, inalienable, indestructible, is the 
life of the state, and rightfully belongs 
to the p e in all republican govern- 
ments, and neither the general assem- 
bly, ner any nor all other departments 


'of the government established by this 


constitution, shall ever have the au- 
thority to irrevoeably give, grant, 
limit, or restrain this right; and all 
laws, grants, contracts, and all other 
acts whatsoever, by said government 
or any department thereof, to effect 
any of these purposes, shall be and 
are hereby declared to be null and 
void for every purpose whatsoever.” 

And I remember well that General 
Toombs was supported by the conven- 
tion in his contention that no legis- 
lature and no eourt of the state could, 
under this provision, assume authority 
to limit or restrain. the. exercise of 
the power of taxation by the general 
assembly for constitutionally enum-

The Need of Tax Reforms. 


It is generally conceded that recent 
events and experiences of the state 
in the conduct of its fiseal affairs call 
imperatively for a reformed system of 
taxation—one that shall take the bur- 
dens off of the mere ownership of 
property that produces no income to 
the owner that will abolish the effete 


'and ineffective ad valorem method and 


substitute classification of subjects for 

taxation by licenses, excises and specif- 

ic taxes upon incomes and sales of any 

form of property, tangible or intangi- 
le. 

The science of taxation has been 
reduced to equitable principles by ex- 
perts who have studied. the subject 
from every angle and have proven by 
ample experiments that a state can 
support itself by a scientific system 
that is just, equitable and unoppres- 
sive to every citizen of the common- 
wealth. That is the system that Geor- 
gians need and should now demand of 
their lawmakers.

McCormick’s Pri- 
mary Victory Believed 
Helpful to Lewis, Demo- 
cratic Nominee.

cial.)—Democrats of the national 
capital were turning their eyes hope- 


fully today on the political situation in 
Illinois, where from the bitter re- 
publican primary contest of yester- 
day they see an opportunity to elect 
a member of their party to the United 
States senate for the first time since 
1912. 
The senatorial eontest will be 
fought out over the much-agitated_ pro- 
hibition issue between Mrs. Ruth 
Harina McCormick, widow of the late 
Senator Medill MeCormick and daugh- 
ter of the late Senator Mark Hanna, 
of Ohio, who won a decisive yictory 
for the republican nomination over 
Senator Charles 8S. Deneen, and for- 
mer Senator James Hamilton Lewis, 
an equally decisive winner in the 
democratic primaries. >. 
Not only because Mrs. McCormick 
is seeking the honor as the first mem- 
ber of her sex to'be elected to the 
senaté, but because of the personali- 
ties and issues involved, the Mlinois 
contest ig certain to attract ag much 
attention nationally as any congres- 
sonal or senatorial race in the coun- 


try. 

‘Although Illinois normally is_ pre- 
ponderantly republican, the chief basis 
of democratic hopes for success, aside 
from the effectiveness of the prohibi- 
tion issue in the state lies in the bit- 
ter feud which developed during the 
primary campaign between the Me- 
Cormick and Deneen republican fac- 
tions. Long before the actual date 
of the primaries, it was evident that 
the bitterness engendered was so great 
that a serious bolt in republican ranks 
was threatened, regardless of which 


-of the contestants won the nomina- 


tion. 

Thus former Senator Lewis is ex- 
pected to be the beneficiary of a con- 
siderable block of Deneen votes, to 
say nothing of the wet republican 
element that will be attracted to his 
liberal views on prohibition. Demo- 
erats and republicans alike here, 
those who are informed on the LIlli- 
nois situation, really believe that he 
has a strong chance of election. 

In Georgia the outcomé will be 
watched with more than the usual po- 
litical interest. Former Senator 
Lewis, while not a native of the state, 
spent much of his youth there. He 
received his primary and legal educa- 
tion at Savannah and married a Geor- 
gia girl, formerly Miss Rose Lawton, 
of Douglas.

HOQVER OL PROGRAM 
GEN JOLT BY COUR 
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WASHINGTON, April 9.—(4)-— 
President Hoovers plan for oil con- 
| servation was threatened today in a 
decision of a District of Columbia 
supreme court justice which disap- 
proved the policy of Secretary Wilbur 
in refusing permits to drill for oil 
and gas on public is. 

Acting in accordance with the Hoo- 
ver conservation policy announced 
last March,, Secretary Wilbur di- 
rected that no more permits to pros- 
pect for oil and gas be approved and 
that pending applications be rejected. 

Today Justice Jenning Bailey an- 
nounced that he would grant a man- 
damus against retary Wilbur di- 
recting him to 'réinstate the applica- 
tions of Richard D. Vedder, of Cali- 
fornia, and Roy C. Barton, of New 
} Mexico, for permits to search for oil 
and..gas on public lands. : 

At the time the president's policy 
was announced, approximately 20,000 
applications. to drill for oil and gas 
on the millions of aeres of land owned 
by the government wete pending. The 
majority of these were rejected and 
since:then Secretary Wilbur has con- 
sistently refused to grant new appli- 
eations. Actions to compel the sec- 
retary of the interior were begun im- 
mediately in the District of Columbia 
supreme ‘court. 

After Justice Bailey’s order direct- 
ing the. mandamus applications is 
handed down, an appeal by the gov- 
ernment is rae and the litiga- 
tion may go before the supreme court 
before it is fin settled. 

In his opinion, Justice Bailey held 
that the laws governing oil and sas 
permits do not give the president or 
the secretary of the interior the power 
that has been claimed by Wilbur. 

The judge said that it was true 
that the act provided that the grant- 
ing of a prospecting permit for oil 
and gas be discretionary with the in- 
terior secretary “and any application 
may be granted or denied either in 
part or in its entirety as the facts 
may be deemed to warrant.” 

“It is only recently, however,” he 
suid, “that the contention had been 
made that under this provision the * 
secretary may refuse to grant any 
permits at all. ... I-think the dis- 
cretion vested in the secretary is a 
judicial one and not an absolute one.”

MILLEN, Ga., April 9.—(Special.)—One of the last stands in Georgia 
of the anopholes mosquito, carrier of the germs of that bane of southern 
states, malaria, Wednesday began to disappear as tHe result of a huge 
program of blasting carried on at Alligator lake, when water from 700 
acres of swamp surged through a cut blown out of a hill with the aid 


of dynamite. 


Everything had been made ready4— 


when the spectators were ordered into 
a safety zone and the engineers pre- 
pared to push in the plungers that 
After the ex- 
plosive hurled earth 200 feet into the 
air, a rush of water through the cut 
began, as the dank, scummy swamp 
water sought a lower lever. 

For more than half a century the 
waters of Alligator lake have boded 
ill for the persons living in that vi- 
cinity. As it was impossible to prop- 
erly oil 700 acres of water surface 
and eliminate the mosquito larvae, the

in depth from 5 to 20 feet and cover- 
ing 200, acres, was reached by Wed- 
nesday’s explosion. The work of 
blasting has not been concluded. but 
the greatest portion of the job is out 
of the way. | 

Progress of the blasting was hin- 
dered by the unexpected presence of 
a tough stratum of pipe clay, making 
it difficult for the borers. The work 
is under the direction of L. M. Clark- 
son, chief engineer of the state board 
of health. Belief was expressed that 
the successful. draining of Alligator 
lake will also mean draining of Duke's 
pond, covering between 2,000 and 
3,000 acres, thereby ridding Jenkins

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Editor of Publication 
Speaks on “Chemistry 
Comes South” at Public 
Meeting at Temple. 


Natural resources of the south copld 
be used to even greater advantage ‘if 
examined, evaluated and exploited by 
the scientific methods of chemical re- 
search, declared Dr. .Harrison UB. 
Howe, editor of Industrial and Engi- 
neering Chemistry, in an address on 
“Chemistry Comes South” at athe 
Shrine mosque here Wednesday night 
when he pointed out that while great 
strides had been taken in building up 
industries here there remained much 
to be done in making use of mate- 
rials already at hand. 

His talk was the last event on Wed- 
nesday’s program of the convention of 
the American Chemical Society and 
the Atlanta public was invited to at- 
tend. Some 1,500 jammed the assem- 
bly hall in the Shrine building and 
loud speakers were utilized in order 
that the speaker’s voice could be heard 
by all. He was introduced by Wil- 
liam McPherson, president of the so- 


ciety.

On the platform Dr. Howe had as- | 
sembled samples of scores of products 
which now are being manufactured 
in the south, including dry ice, Epsom 
salts, tires, rayon, glass, enamels, 
aluminum, leather, &cement, naval

that his exhibit did not pretend to/ gas and wili also submit a study of

In naval stores also he pointed out 
that while raw material now was be- 
ing shipped abroad for manufacture 
into various products, this could be

Vitamin G Discussed. 


A clue to premature old age found 
in the newest vitmin, G, was report- 
ed Wednesday to the health section 
of the American Chemical Society. 

Growing of heavier cotton that can 
compete with trees in supplying the 
world’s cellulose was forecast at a gen- 
eral session. 

Only about one year old in the rec- ; 
ognized family of diet principles, vita- 
min G was introduced to the chemists 
as possessor of special controls over 
growth. These newly found qualities 
were described by Professor H. ©. 
Sherman, of Columbia University, in 
whose chemistry laboratory they are 
coming to light upon rat subjects. 

In these animals the vitamin is di- 
rectly connected with growth. Lack 
of it, said Dr. Sherman, may retard 
growth, stop it, or in extreme cases 
cause death. 

In some rats the shortage caused 
premature old age. Loss of hair is 
one of its most commonplace danger 
signals. Its lack is suspected as a 
cause of pellagra, and Dr. Sherman 
said it “is presumably identical with 
the pellagra preventive diet discov- 
ered by Goldberger.” 

“The growth requirements of rats,” 
he said, ‘presumably apply to other 
mammals also, Vitamin G must play 
& prominent part in any adequately 
comprehensive conception of food 
values from now on.” 

Still another member of the vitamin 
family is suspected to be hiding be- | 
hind G. Dr. Sherman called it the 
“new factor,” stating that it too is 
important for growth, and that evi- 
dences of its presence have been de- 
tected by several other laboratories in 
addition to Columbia. 


Abundant in Milk. | 


This new factor is abundant in milk 
and presumably in meat. Vitamin G 
is abundant in milk and leaves, such 
as spinach, kale and cabbage. It ap- 
pears moderately, Dr. Sherman said, 
in meat and eggs. 

Forecast of cotton’s future was 
made by Dr. H. E. Howe, of Wash- 
ington, editor of Industrial and Ep- 
gineering Chemistry, who told héw 
“Chemistry Comes South.” He spoke 
to an audience many of whom a short 
time previously had eaten the “meat 
substitute’ made from cotton seed by 
David Kesson, of Montclair, N.g. 

“Present tendencies,” said Dr. 
Howe,” would indicate a time when 
cotton may be grown for weight rather 
than for length of fiber, and its cost 
of production decreased with the aid 
of machigery to the point where it 
will compete successfully with cellu- 
lose from wood. 

“A possible change in the tradition- 
al activities of the south will offer 
further chemical opportunities. The 
center of cotton production is moving 
westward and is accompanied by a

cetitral regions who see opportunities 
for stock raising and dairying in the 
south.

Crime in gen- 
eral has kept pace with the increase 
in drunkenness. In 1906 there were

Itaion necessary to define more clear- 
ly the status of holding and invest- 
ment trust companies, and to facili- 
tate prosecution of the commission’s 
plan to co.solidate the railroads of 
the country into 21 gigantic systems. 

The commission’s jurisdiction over 
railroad securities has been “invaded” 
in some instances through the use of 
holding companies, Eastman testified. 
He cited the Pennsylvania company, 
a holding company organized by the 
Pennsylvania railroad; the Special 
Investment Company, formed by the 
Nickel Plate system, and the Vir- 
ginia Transportation Company, organ- 
ized by the Chesapeake & Ohio. 

In each case, he asserted, the rail- 
road turned over stock to the holding 
company, which in turn used the 
stock as collateral in securing loans, 
all without the approval of the com- 
mission.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla., April 9. 
(P)\—With beach conditions better 
than at any time since Kaye Don,

USE OF wee METAL EXPLAINED BY PIGGOT 


Of Age, Uranium Reveals

Uranium, a rare metal discovered 
during the eighteenth century, and 
used as the official timepiece to mark 
off the aeons that have passed since 


the world was flung from the sun, 
has decided that this planet’s age may 
be as great as 1,645,000,000, years, Dr. 

S. Piggot said following a lecture 


a 


nesday. 

This is the greatest acceptable esti- 
mate of the age of the world, and 
was reached following analysis of 
specimens of the metal, a producer of 
in Ceylon. 

“Of course,” Dr. Piggot explained, 
“this may not be anything near an 
necurate estimate and probably isn't. 
But it is the estimate based on the 
oily thing geologists have to depend 
on in their study, and quite likely is 
reliable.” 

Other estimates show heavy dis- 
erepancies, he pointed out, one in 
particular being worthy of scientific 
consideration following the analysis 
and study of two separate gram-lot 
specimens of uranium taken in Brizil, 
both of which resulted in the scien- 
tific deduction that the “geologic 
time’—or age of the earth was 600,- 
000,000 years. It was regarded as 
the more remarkable in that each of 
these two Brazilian specimens came 
from widely separated and vastly dif- 
ferent geological formataions. 

“Time,” Dr. Piggot told his fellow 
chemists, “can be ‘estimated only by 
reference to some change, and geologic 
time (age of the earth) is no excep- 
tion. Any change demands a_ begin- 


ning and an ending condition; and a 
rate.” 

In this connection the scientist ex- 
plained that all specimens on which 
the computation of age is based were 
formed after the earth had broken 
away from the sun and only after the 
planet on which we now live had 
cooled sufficiently to allow the forma- 
tion of uranium. 

“Geologists, of course,” he ex- 
plained further, “base the beginning 
of all things. from the era of cool- 
ing-off of the earth. That is the en- 
tire birth of geologic time.” 

He declared that in the estimating 
of time three major considera- 
tions must be uppermost in the 
scientist’s mind—the denudation and 
sedimentation period, the salting of 
the ocean, and radioactive disintegra- 
tion of uranium into lead. 

He said this deduction had arisen 
from the determination that all ura- 
nium minerals show signs of water 
action which concentrated them in 
small amounts--large enough to en- 
able the geologist to obtain them in 
at least gram lots. 

Other ages of the earth as com- 
puted on specimens of uranium in 
various parts of the world, he de- 
clared, gave the “geologic time” as 
1,500,000,000 years, which was set 
forth by scientists after examining 
uranium deposits taken from the re- 
gion of the Black Hills, in South Da- 
kota; and another, by an amateur ge- 
ologist in Australia which had the 
figure as high as 2,000,000,000 years. 
This , latter estimate, he declared, 
while not impossibly incorrect, had 
not been aecepted by leaders in science 
as reliable.

BILL OFFERED 10 END 
PATRONAGE’ ABUSES 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Pursuant to the announcement 
he made in connection with his recent 
semi-final report on southern patron- 
age conditions, Senator Smith W. 
Brookhart, republican of Iowa, today 
laid before the upper chamber a com- 
prehensive bill designed to make it a 
criminal offense to solicit political 
funds from, postmasters and other fed- | 
eral employes. 

The bill 
extensive investigation eonducted by 
the Brookhart committee of patronage 
conditions in Georgia aud other south- 
ern states, where, it was charged, post- 
masterships and similar offices have 
been “bartered and sold” for a num- 


| ber of years by republican patronage 


dispensers. 

The present law on the subject is 
limited in scope, applying only to the 
solicitation of funds on federal prop- 
erty. Senator Brookhart would 
amend this to make it apply to any 
“directly or indi- 
rectly solicit or receive, or be in any 


manner concerned in soliciting or re- | 
purpose | 


ceiving, for any political 
whatever’ such funds. 

The proposed amendment reads: 

“That Section 118 of the act en-
